FIFTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Qualified  Contributors  to 
the  GLASGOW  ROYAL  ASYLUM  for  LUNATICS,  was 
held  within  the  Religious  Institution  Rooms,  on  Thursday, 

1 6th  January ,  1868, 

The  Hon.  the  LORD  PROVOST  in  the  Chair. 

The  Secretary  having  read  the  advertisement  calling  the  Meeting, 
with  the  Regulations  bearing  upon  it,  the  Physician-Superinten¬ 
dent,  on  being  called  upon  by  the  Chairman,  read  the  Report  of  the 
procedure  of  the  Directors  during  the  past  year. 

The  Treasurer  next  read  an  abstract  of  his  accounts  for  the  year, 
certified  by  the  Auditor. 

The  Lord  Provost,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  Report,  said  it 
entered  so  fully  into  every  matter  of  detail  connected  with  the  Asylum, 
and  spoke  so  well  for  itself  that  it  was  scarcely  necessary  for  him  to 
add  a  word  of  explanation.  It  must  be  very  gratifying  to  the  Direc¬ 
tors,  and  to  all  parties  connected  with  the  Institution,  to  find  that 
during  the  past  year  its  affairs  had  progressed  so  favourably.  It  was 
especially  satisfactory  to  hear  the  concluding  clause  of  the  Report, 
that  in  which  it  was  stated  that  their  funds  were  now  in  a  better  state 
than  at  the  close  of  1866.  Still,  when  they  looked  at  the  large  amount 
of  debt  upon  the  Institution,  their  position  was  perhaps  after  all  not  so 
favourable  or  satisfactory  as  the  Directors,  and  he  was  sure  the  Public 
generally,  would  wish  to  see  it.  If  the  new  arrangements  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  Steward’s  department  were  carried  out,  as  similar  arrange¬ 
ments  had  been  in  another  large  institution  in  Glasgow,  and  this  he 
doubted  not  would  be  the  case,  a  saving  of  expenditure  in  the 
house  might  be  expected  as  the  result.  The  Steward’s  was  always  one 
of  the  most  difficult  departments  to  manage  economically,  and  it  re¬ 
quired  verj’-  great  and  close  attention,  and  a  regular  system.  Altogether 
he  must  say  he  thought  the  Report  was  fully  as  satisfactory  as  any  they 
had  heard  for  some  time.  His  Lordship  concluded  by  moving  that  it 
be  adopted,  printed,  and  circulated. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Andrew  Neilson,  Esq. ,  and  carried  by 
acclamation. 

James  Hannan,  Esq.,  said  the  Report  showed  that  a  great  deal  of 
time,  labour,  and  attention  had  been  given  by  the  Directors  to  the 
affairs  of  the  Institution  in  order  to  produce  the  results  narrated,  and 
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they  well  deserved  the  thanks  of  the  Meeting.  He  moved  “  That  the 
cordial  thanks  of  this  Meeting  be  given  to  the  Directors,  and  especially 
to  the  Members  of  the  Weekly  Committee,  for  their  unwearied  exer¬ 
tions  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  during  the  past  year.” 

William  Brown,  Esq.,  seconded  the  motion,  remarking  that  the 
Directors  had  charge  of  an  establishment  equal  to  a  town  of  nearly 
700  inhabitants,  with  the  regulation  of  their  food,  clothing,  and  lodg¬ 
ing,  and  many  of  whom  required  moral  as  well  as  physical  support. 
This  must  entail  a  great  amount  of  labour  on  the  Directors,  and  he 
thought  they  were  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  Contributors  and  the 
Public. 

The  motion  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Alex.  Ronaldson,  Esq.,  moved — “That  this  Meeting  tender  its 
best  thanks  to  Dr.  Mackintosh,  to  his  Assistants,  and  to  the  other 
Officials  at  G-artnavel,  for  their  faithful  and  efficient  services  during 
the  past  year.” 

Dr.  A.  D.  Anderson  seconded  the  motion.  He  had  had  good  op¬ 
portunities  during  the  year,  in  the  joint  capacity  of  Director  and 
Visitor,  as  well  as  occasionally  seeing  Patients  there,  of  judging  how 
the  Institution  was  conducted,  and  he  could  cordially  support  the 
motion. 

This  motion  was  also  passed  unanimously. 

The  Secretary  next  read  the  names  of  the  gentlemen  returned  by 
various  Public  Bodies  (see  page  5) ;  and  the  following  eight  Directors 
were  thereafter  chosen  by  the  Contributors  to  represent  them  at  the 
Board  for  the  ensuing  year,  viz. — Messrs.  Wm.  West  Watson,  John 
Brown,  Jun.,  George  Thomson,  John  Cairns,  Robert  Aitken, 
Dr.  John  M.  Pagan,  Thomas  M‘Millan,  and  John  M‘Ewan,  the 
first  six  gentlemen  being  re-elected. 

This  being  all  the  business,  on  the  motion  of  Dr.  John  G.  Fleming, 
a  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the  Lord  Provost  for  presiding,  which 
brought  the  proceedings  to  a  close.

FIFTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT

The  Directors  of  the  Glasgow  Royal  Lunatic  Asylum 
submit  to  the  Contributors  and  to  the  Public  a  summary 
of  their  proceedings  during  the  past  year,  in  this  the 
Fifty-Fourth  Annual  Report. 
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The  number  of  Patients,  including  voluntary  cases, 
admitted  in  1867  was  334.  Of  these  seven  were  ad¬ 
mitted  as  dangerous  lunatics,  at  the  instance  of  the  Pro¬ 
curator-Fiscal,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  25  and 
26  Viet.,  cap.  14,  sec.  1 5 ;  and  one  was  a  female  who  was 
received  under  a  warrant  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Home  Department.  She  was  tried  at  the  last  Cir¬ 
cuit  Court  in  Glasgow  before  Lord  Heaves,  and  the 
jury  having  returned  a  verdict  of  “ Insane,”  she  was 
remanded  by  his  Lordship  until  the  pleasure  of  Her 
Majesty  the  Queen  should  be  made  known.  It  will  be 
observed  that  the  daily  average  number  of  Patients  re¬ 
sident  was  562  (286  males  and  2 76  females),  as  against 
515  (262  males  and  253  females)  in  the  previous  year. 
The  highest  number  of  Patients  in  both  houses  on  any 
one  day  in  1867  was  589  on  the  lltli  September.  Since 
the  opening  of  the  Institution  in  1814  this  has  never 
been  equalled,  and  the  number  reported  as  remaining 
at  the  end  of  the  year  has  never  been  so  great  as  on 
the  present  occasion.  The  total  number  treated  in 
1867  was  859,  being  18  more  than  in  1866.  Those 
dismissed  cured  were  141,  which  will  bear  a  favour¬ 
able  comparison  with  any  former  year.  There  were 
six  escapes,  but,  with  one  exception,  noted  in  the 
foregoing  table,  the  Patients  returned  or  were  safely 
brought  back. 

As  might  have  been  expected  in  an  Institution  where 
there  are  so  few  restrictions  as  to  some,  and  none  at  all 
as  to  about  four-fifths  of  the  total  number,  in  regard  to 
the  age  or  physical  condition  of  those  admitted,  the  rate 
of  mortality  is  comparatively  high.  The  deaths  were  74 
in  number,  being  14  more  than  in  the  previous  year.

With  one  exception  they  all  occurred  in  the  East  House, 
where  the  mass  of  the  invalids  belong  to  the  poorer  class, 
and  are  generally  in  a  very  bad  state  on  admission.  In¬ 
deed,  in  the  gentlemen’s  division  of  the  West  House, 
there  has  been  no  case  of  death  from  May  1866,  till  the 
end  of  December  1867.  Of  the  74  who  died,  not  fewer 
than  62  were  admitted  in  such  a  feeble  state  of  body  and 
mind  that  no  other  result  could  be  looked  for.  Ten 
were  actually  moribund  when  brought  to  the  gate ;  others 
were  barely  able  to  totter  to  the  bed  from  which  they 
never  arose.  Several  succumbed  in  a  few  days,  and  four¬ 
teen  within  a  month.  Ten  were  between  60  and  7 0  years 
of  age,  and  eight  upwards  of  70 — the  oldest  being  79. 
Seventeen  died  from  chest  disease,  and  fifty-six  from 
disease  of  the  brain,  labouring  for  the  most  part  under 
paralysis  or  epilepsy,  or  both;  and  one  from  diseased 
joint,  &c.  A  female  of  the  class  last  mentioned  attempted 
to  destroy  herself  by  poison  before  admission,  and  her 
mental  malady  was  complicated  with  extensive  abdominal 
disease  of  an  inflammatory  character. 

The  Asylum  has  been  very  crowded  in  several  of  the 
divisions.  Indeed,  for  certain  classes,  including  the 
highest,  there  has  for  a  long  time  been  no  accommoda¬ 
tion  whatever.  During  the  year  46  private  and  12 
pauper  patients — 58  in  all — could  not  be  received,  and 
had  to  be  conveyed  to  other  Asylums.  Of  those  dismissed 
as  “  relieved,”  a  large  number  belonged  to  other  districts, 
and  had  to  be  removed  to  similar  institutions,  in  order  to 
make  room  for  patients  belonging  to  this  locality.  The 
Directors  have  had  these  circumstances  every  week  under 
their  consideration;  aDd,  in  order  to  meet  the  pressure, 
and  to  afford  accommodation  for  the  Lanarkshire  patients, 


they  ordered  a  large  reception  room  and  several  smaller 
rooms  to  be  converted  into  dormitories.  The  recent 
redaction,  however,  in  the  East  House,  where  the  lower 
classes  are  confined,  causing  the  total  number  to  be  only 
561  now,  has  made  matters  easier;  and  when  the  Barony 
and  Govan  Asylums  are  erected,  the  accommodation  at 
Gartnavel  is  likely  to  be  sufficient  for  all  its  requirements. 
The  Directors  are  thankful  to  record  that  the  general 
health  has  been  good,  both  of  the  Patients  and  of  all 
residing  within  the  precincts  of  the  Institution.  Ho 
epidemic  or  alarming  form  of  disease  of  any  kind  has 
made  its  appearance  throughout  the  year. 

The  Directors  will  now  proceed  to  notice  some  of  the 
general  business  which  has  occupied  their  attention. 
After  careful  inspection  they  ordered  the  upper  part  of 
the  east  male  airing-ground  to  be  re-drained — part  of  it 
with  vitrified  stoneware  pipes,  the  whole  being  thorough¬ 
ly  trapped  to  prevent  the  return  of  deleterious  gases. 
At  the  boundary  outlet  they  caused  a  large  covered  sew¬ 
age  drain — 852  yards  in  length — to  be  constructed  (at  a 
cost  of  about  £170),  so  as  to  join  the  Partick  common 
sewer  leading  to  the  Clyde.  The  plans  and  specifications 
were  prepared  carefully  by  Mr.  James  Deas,  C.  E.,  and 
the  work  was  executed  under  the  able  inspection  of  the 
Asylum  Master  of  Works,  the  whole  being  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Cairns,  one  of  the  Members  of  the 
Weekly  Committee,  to  whom  the  Institution  is  chiefly 
indebted  for  satisfactorily  carrying  through  this  important 
undertaking,  which  involved  a  good  deal  of  delicate 
and  difficult  negotiation. 

Various  minor  alterations  and  improvements,  requir¬ 
ing  considerable  outlay,  have  been  made,  but  need  not 
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here  be  particularised.  In  consequence  of  the  increase 
of  work  in  the  Steward’s  department,  an  enlargement  of 
his  office  and  of  the  goods’  store  has  become  indispen¬ 
sably  necessary.  With  this  view  plans  and  specifications 
were  prepared;  but  as  it  appeared  that  the  expense  would 
be  considerable,  the  Directors  judged  it  prudent  to  defer 
proceeding  with  the  additions  until  it  should  be  seen 
whether  the  state  of  the  funds  at  the  close  of  the  year 
would  warrant  the  outlay. 

A  new  bowling-green,  projected  by  Mr.  Duthie,  has 
been  made  near  the  gatekeeper’s  lodge,  which  has  already 
been  used  by  the  invalids  and  by  members  of  various  clubs 
in  the  city  and  in  Partick,  who  came  out  to  play  matches 
with  them.  Reports  of  the  result  of  these  matches  ap¬ 
peared  from  time  to  time  in  the  newspapers  of  the  day. 
Mr.  John  Auchincloss,  of  Partick,  kindly  presented 
a  handsome  pair  of  bowls  to  the  Patients.  On  the 
bowling-green  the  recipients  expressed  their  acknowledg¬ 
ments  to  the  worthy  donor  in  suitable  terms.  A  croquet 
ground  has  also  been  made,  exclusively  for  the  use  of  the 
ladies.  It  may  here  be  stated  that  books,  magazines, 
and  newspapers  have  continued  to  be  liberally  provided, 
and  that  the  materials  for  almost  every  variety  of  in-door 
amusement  have  been  fully  supplied  and  largely  taken 
advantage  of;  whilst  the  weekly  private  and  the  public 
entertainments  in  the  Asylum  and  the  city — an  unfailing 
source  of  pleasure — have  been  more  numerous  in  1867 
than  ever. 

There  have  been  two  changes  in  the  staff  of  Officials 
this  year.  Mr.  Duthie,  the  gardener  and  farm-overseer, 
having,  after  sixteen  years’  most  faithful  services,  re¬ 
signed  his  situation  in  order  to  begin  business  for  him- 
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self,  it  became  necessary  to  advertise  for  a  successor.* 
A  great  number  of  candidates  presented  themselves,  and, 
after  careful  inquiry  into  their  respective  qualifications 
and  character,  Mr.  James  Barr,  from  Lord  Douglas’s 
garden,  was  selected  to  fill  the  vacant  post.  He  entered 
on  his  duties  in  the  beginning  of  May,  and  fulfils  them 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Directors. 

The  Weekly  Committee  having  appointed  two  of  their 
number — namely,  Mr.  George  Thomson  and  Mr.  John 
Cairns — to  inquire  into  the  state  of  the  Steward’s  depart¬ 
ment,  this  sub-committee  reported  that  it  was  necessary 
to  secure  the  services  of  a  duly  qualified  clerk,  whereby 
not  only  might  the  books  be  kept  with  greater  minute¬ 
ness,  but  the  Steward,  lightened  in  his  great  mechanical 
labour  of  writing,  would  be  enabled  to  prevent  waste  by 
taking  a  more  vigilant  personal  oversight  of  what  was 
going  on,  than  was  possible  under  the  existing  arrange¬ 
ment.  The  Committee  having  adopted  this  recommen¬ 
dation,  a  clerk  was  advertised  for,  and  out  of  194 
applicants,  Mr.  James  Allan  was  chosen,  on  the  Gth 
December  last,  to  fill  the  new  appointment. 

In  consideration  of  long  and  faithful  services,  the 
Directors  felt  it  to  be  their  duty  to  revise  the  salaries 
given  to  some  of  the  Officials.  As  will  be  seen  from  the 
Treasurer’s  statement,  they  unanimously  determined  to 
raise  the  amount  in  three  cases. 

The  Directors  have  to  notice,  with  great  regret,  the 
death  of  one  of  their  number,  William  M‘Lean,  Esq.  of 
Plantation,  who  died  while  still  in  office,  and  at  a  very 
advanced  age.  They  think  it  due  to  his  memory  to  insert

here  a  copy  of  the  minute  sent  to  the  widow  of  the 
deceased  by  their  Chairman,  the  Lord  Provost  : — 

“  26th  February,  1867. 

“As  the  Asylum,  since  last  meeting,  has  been  deprived  of  its 
oldest  Director  by  the  death  of  Mr.  M  ‘Lean,  who  for  the  long  period  of 
thirty-one  years  had  taken  an  active  part  in  its  management,  and  es¬ 
pecially  during  the  twenty-seven  years  in  which  he  served  in  the 
Weekly  Committee,  had  given  the  most  zealous  and  unremitting  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  promotion  of  its  interests,  the  meeting  resolved  that  an 
expression  of  deep  regret  for  the  loss  which  they  and  their  co-directors 
have  sustained  should  be  recorded  in  the  minute  of  to-day’s  meeting, 
and  that  an  extract  thereof,  signed  by  the  Chairman,  should  be  sent 
by  the  Secretary  to  Mrs.  M‘Lean.” 

In  accordance  with  the  wish  of  the  deceased,  the 
beneficiaries  under  his  deed  of  settlement  have  given  to 
the  Institution  the  liberal  donation  of  £250. 

It  may  be  in  the  recollection  of  the  Contributors  that, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Directors,  they  were  called 
upon,  at  a  pro  re  nata  meeting  hold  on  1st  April  last, 
to  sanction  the  transfer  to  the  Scottish  Provident  In¬ 
stitution  for  Annuities  and  Assurance  on  Lives  of  the 
debt  of  £30,000  owing  to  the  National  and  Union  Banks. 
The  new  lenders  agreed  to  accept  a  fixed  rate  of  interest 
of  4f  per  cent,  per  annum  for  five  years  certain,  being  a 
rate  considerably  under  that  paid  by  the  Institution  for 
many  previous  years,  and  at  the  same  time  giving  to  the 
Directors  the  option  of  liquidating  the  principal,  if  that 
should  be  in  their  power,  by  instalments  of  not  less  than 
£1,000  each. 

While  deeply  sensible  of  the  great  forbearance  which 
the  National  and  Union  Banks  have  exercised  towards 
the  Asylum,  by  allowing  it  to  remain  so  long  their 
debtor,  and  for  such  a  large  amount,  the  Directors  have 
all  along  felt  that  the  mercantile  rate  of  interest,  which 
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necessarily  fell  to  be  paid,  was,  from  its  fluctuation  and 
generally  high  average,  a  constant  source  of  embarrass¬ 
ment  in  the  conduct  of  a  public  institution.  They  have 
consequently  long  been  endeavouring  (as  has  been 
mentioned  in  former  Reports)  to  obtain,  at  a  moderate 
fixed  rate  of  interest,  a  loan  which  would  enable  them 
to  pay  off  the  debt  to  the  banks.  In  the  course  of  their 
applications  for  such  a  loan,  they  were  met  with  the 
objection  that  it  was  doubtful  if  they  had  the  power, 
under  their  Royal  Charter,  of  granting  an  heritable 
bond.  In  order  to  obviate  this  difficulty,  they  succeeded 
in  getting  a  section  inserted  in  the  last  Lunacy  Act  (29 
and  30  Viet.,  cap.  51,  sec.  26),  empowering  the  Direc¬ 
tors  of  all  the  public  Asylums  in  Scotland  to  borrow 
money  on  the  security  of  the  property  held  by  them. 
Thereafter,  through  the  good  offices  and  influence  of 
one  of  their  number,  Mr.  West  Watson,  City  Chamber- 
lain,  the  negotiation  with  the  Scottish  Provident  Insti¬ 
tution  was  originated,  and  has  been  successfully  carried 
out. 

From  the  subjoined  abstract  of  the  Treasurer’s  ac¬ 
counts,  which  have  been  duly  audited,  it  wdll  be  seen 
that  donations  and  subscriptions  have  been  received, 
amounting  to  £277 :  17s.  for  which  the  thanks  of  the 
Directors  are  gratefully  tendered.  In  consequence  of 
these  benefactions,  and  of  the  savings  which  have  been 
effected  during  the  year,  the  funds  are  now  in  a  more 
favourable  state  than  they  were  at  the  close  of  1866. 

The  Earl  of  Home  was  kind  enough  to  allow  all  classes 
of  Patients,  on  four  different  occasions,  to  pic-nic,  to 
ramble  over,  and  amuse  themselves  in  a  variety  of  ways 
on  his  beautiful  grounds  at  Both  well  Castle.  The  Asy- 
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lum  piper  accompanied  them  in  the  largest  omnibuses 
that  could  be  procured,  and  discoursed  music  on  the  top 
of  the  vehicles,  and  within  his  Lordship’s  policies. 

The  invalids  were  greatly  delighted  with  their  excur¬ 
sion,  and  did  not  fail  to  propose  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  noble  Earl  for  his  condescension  and  prompt  atten¬ 
tion  to  their  wishes — a  vote  in  which  the  Directors 
heartily  concur. 

The  gentlemen  who  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Ab¬ 
stained  Union  have  not  been  less  mindful  of  the  Patients 
in  1867  than  in  former  years.  To  Mr.  Smith,  their 
Chairman,  and  to  Mr.  Airlie,  their  Secretary,  and  to 
the  distinguished  artistes  whom  they  prevailed  upon  to 
give  a  series  of  concerts  gratuitously  in  the  Asylum,  the 
best  thanks  of  the  Directors  are  due.  To  Mr.  George 
Roy,  Mr.  Porteous,  Mr.  Ward,  Mr.  Buchanan,  Mr. 
Robson,  Mr.  Hawthorn,  Mr.  Baylis,  and  the  other 
gentlemen  who  gave  musical  entertainments,  &c  ,  they 
offer  cordial  acknowledgments.  These  also  were  all 
gratuitous  to  the  Asylum;  but  it  should  be  mentioned 
that  Mr.  Baylis  paid  all  his  performers  their  regular 
salaries  for  their  services  at  Gartnavel. 

The  Directors  would  also  thank  Major  Ballantyne, 
of  Craigie  Linn,  for  permitting  the  band  of  the  19th 
Lanarkshire  Volunteers,  under  the  able  leadership  of  Mr. 
Jones,  to  perform  repeatedly  before  the  Inmates.  Mr. 
Adair,  leader  of  the  Partick  band,  with  the  performers, 
deserve  to  be  similarly  noticed.  Also,  the  three  bowling 
and  twelve  cricket  clubs  who  played  matches  with  the 
Gartnavel  club.  It  may  be  here  stated  that  the  latter 
won  more  than  they  lost.  The  rainy  season  sadly  in¬ 
terfered  with  this  sport.  When  the  Kirkintilloch  club 
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arrived,  the  weather  was  so  bad  and  the  ground  so  wet, 
that  they  could  not  play,  and  were  obliged  to  return 
without  striking  a  ball. 

The  Directors  return  their  warmest  thanks  to  the 
Members  of  the  Weekly  Committee,  and  to  their  sub¬ 
committees,  for  their  unwearied  and  successful  labours 
in  promoting  the  usefulness  and  prosperity  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution.  To  the  House  Visitors  the  grateful  acknowledg¬ 
ments  of  the  Directors  are  also  due. 

Finally,  the  Directors  thank  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Officers,  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  the  Superintendent 
of  Ladies,  the  Matron  of  the  East  House,  the  Chaplain, 
and  the  other  Officers  of  the  Asylum,  for  their  services 
during  the  past  year.

It  appears  from  the  first  of  the  subjoined  statistical 
Tables,  that,  on  the  1st  of  January,  1867,  there  were  in 
the  Asylum  525  Patients  of  all  classes;  in  the  course  of 
the  year  334  were  admitted,  223  were  dismissed  and 
escaped,  and  74  died.  At  the  close  of  the  year  561 
remained  in  the  Asylum.  The  number  of  admissions  in 
1866  was  5  more  than  in  1867;  the  number  dismissed 
was  33  fewer;  and  the  number  of  deaths  14  more.  The 
total  number  treated  during  the  year,  including  voluntary 
Patients,  was  859,  being  18  more  than  in  the  preceding 
year.  The  highest  number  in  the  Asylum,  on  any  one 
day  in  1867,  was  589. 

The  number  of  cases  treated  in  1867,  compared  with 


1866,  was . 859  to  841. 

The  number  cured, . 141  to  124. 

The  number  relieved, .  82  to  132. 

The  number  of  deaths, .  74  to  60. 

The  average  daily  number, . 562  to  515. 


The  number  of  cases  was  therefore  greater  in  1867; 
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while,  in  1866,  the  number  of  cases  relieved  was  in  a 
higher  proportion  than  in  1867. 

Admissions. — The  admissions  were  334  in  1867,  against 
339  in  1866;  but  numerous  applications  have  been  re¬ 
jected,  in  consequence  of  want  of  accommodation.  Several 
Patients  are  just  now  waiting  for  accommodation  at 
high  rates  of  board,  all  the  private  parlours  having 
been  entirely  occupied  for  a  length  of  time.  Of  the 
admissions  last  year,  175  were  males,  being  5  more  than 
in  the  preceding  year;  the  number  of  females  was  159, 
the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  uni¬ 
form  experience  of  this  and  other  institutions,  for  the 
treatment  of  insanity,  proves  that  by  far  the  largest 
proportion  of  cases  are  of  the  nature  of  acute  mania. 
It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  this  is  a  generic 
rather  than  a  specific  character  of  insanity,  and  that,  in 
our  ignorance  of  the  physical  causes  of  the  disease,  ex¬ 
act  classification  of  its  multifarious  forms  is  impossible. 
Mania  is  not  of  itself  a  distinct  disease,  but  a  symptom 
common  to  many  disorganised  conditions  of  the  nervous 
system.  Hence,  in  the  greater  number  of  cases  of  insa¬ 
nity,  there  is  an  acute  stage  described  as  mania,  which, 
in  the  progress  of  the  malady,  often  developes  into  other 
forms;  in  some  becoming  chronic;  in  others  lapsing  into 
dementia;  in  some  curable;  in  others  the  reverse.  In 
incidentally  noticing  this  distinction  in  former  Reports, 
allusion  was  made  to  the  disparity  existing  betwixt 
Asylum  statistics  and  the  general  statistics  of  insanity, 
regarding  the  proportion  of  cases  of  mania;  and  it  was 
mentioned  that,  while  cases  of  this  nature  require  the  in¬ 
stant  application  of  the  restraint  and  treatment  of  an 
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Asylum,  both  for  the  welfare  of  the  Patients  and  the 
safety  of  the  community,  the  quiet  and  the  inoffensive 
may  be  kept  at  home;  and  of  such  there  will  usually  be 
a  considerable  number  scattered  throughout  the  country. 
The  same  cause  will  probably  account  for  the  small  number 
of  cases  of  dementia  and  imbecility  appearing  in  Asylum 
reports,  as  compared  with  the  acute  forms  of  insanity; 
and  the  number  is  no  doubt  also  diminished  by  the 
circumstance  of  many  of  these  cases  occurring  amongst 
the  pauper  class,  who  are  provided  for  in  poor-houses. 

Of  the  total  number  of  cases  admitted  last  year,  176, 
or  rather  less  than  one-half,  were  afflicted  with  acute 
mania;  82,  or  about  one-fourth,  with  monomania  and 
melancholia;  and  70  or  20*9  per  cent,  with  dementia  and 
imbecility. 

On  a  comparison  with  the  Report  for  1866,  there  is  an 
increase  of  9  cases  of  mania;  a  diminution  of  4  cases  of 
melancholia  and  monomania;  and  a  decrease  of  16  in 
cases  of  dementia  and  imbecility. 

The  following  comparison  of  per  centages  exhibits  the 
fluctuation  of  the  proportion  of  cases  under  these  three 
heads  for  the  last  five  years: —

The  general  character  of  the  admissions  was  most  un¬ 

satisfactory.  The  Patients  received  laboured  under  every 
variety  of  insanity,  and  were  in  all  stages  of  cerebral  disease, 
complicated  with  incurable  bodily  maladies,  tending  to 
shorten  life,  and  under  which  a  very  large  proportion 
actually  succumbed.  Their  physical  state  calls  for  special 


remark  here.  Many  had  bruises  and  discolouration^  on 
their  bodies  and  limbs;  a  number  had  accidental  and 
self-inflicted  wounds;  two  were  nearly  blind;  two  were 
in  a  dying  state;  thirty-three  were  paralytic;  twenty-two 
epileptic;  and  two  laboured  under  both  of  these  diseases. 
Twenty-two  laboured  under  general  paralysis.  It  is 
well  known  that  females  seldom  become  paralytic.  There 
have  been  nine  female  paralytics  this  year,  a  number  quite 
unusual;  the  total  at  any  time  for  many  years  not  hav¬ 
ing  exceeded  six.  Seventy-two  of  the  admissions  had 
been  Patients  in  this  Asylum  before,  and  fifty-nine  in 
other  Asylums,  or  in  the  lunatic  wards  of  poor-houses. 
No  fewer  than  one  hundred  and  two  manifested  suicidal 
tendencies.  In  some  this  propensity  was  much  more 
strongly  marked  than  in  others.  Amongst  the  means 
tried  wTere  sharp  instruments,  precipitation,  and  starva¬ 
tion  by  persistent  refusal  of  every  kind  of  food.  In  some 
of  the  latter  we  had  reason  to  conclude  that  the  stomach 
itself  was  also  in  a  diseased  state.  These,  with  the  suicidal 
Patients  who  remained  in  the  Asylum  on  the  first  day  of 
the  year,  caused  an  increased  amount  of  labour,  anxiety, 
and  responsibility.  A  good  many  of  this  class  required 
and  had  servants  exclusively  for  themselves,  to  be  in 
constant  attendance  on  them  by  night  as  well  as  by 
day.  The  Patient  who  had  destroyed  her  offspring  was 
very  ill  mentally,  and  had  degenerated  to  an  extraordinary 
degree,  but  she  became  very  much  improved  in  every 
respect  before  her  removal;  was  able  to  work,  assisted 
the  attendants,  and  did  all  she  could  heartily  for  the 
welfare  of  the  invalids.  Other  dangerous  Patients  might 
be  noticed  here.  One  declared  that  he  had  a  strong 
desire  to  seize  on  anything  he  could  to  attack  those  near 
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him,  saying  that  the  very  idea  of  doing  mischief  distressed 
him,  that  he  had  no  power  over  his  will,  and  was 
afraid  that  he  would  actually  commit  murder.  A 
gentleman  had  an  ungovernable  desire  to  dash  on  the 
floor  everything  he  could  lay  his  hands  upon,  crockery 
ware  especially.  It  seemed  to  give  him  great  pleasure 
to  destroy  things.  He  has  been  apparently  cured  of  this 
morbid  propensity,  and  is  now  much  better  mentally. 
A  female  Patient,  who  is  a  very  powerful  dangerous 
woman,  is  at  certain  periods  very  homicidal.  She  has 
often  made  most  determined  attempts  to  take  away  the 
lives  of  those  near  her.  It  is  remarkable  that  a  husband 
and  wife  were  both  Patients  in  the  Asylum  at  the  same 
time:  they  both  recovered.  Cases  of  venereal  disease  are 
rare  here.  The  man  who  was  so  affected  rapidly  got  well. 

Causes. — The  difficulties  in  the  way  of  arriving  at  a 
knowledge  of  the  causes  of  insanity,  arising  from  igno¬ 
rance,  wilful  concealment,  or  misrepresentation  on  the 
part  of  relatives  and  guardians  of  the  Patients,  seem  to 
be  insuperable;  although  a  moments  reflection  might 
convince  those  who  resort  to  concealment  or  misleading 
statements,  that  a  true  and  unequivocal  account  of  the 
causes  or  occasions  conducing  to  the  disease,  so  far  as  they 
are  known,  might  furnish  a  powerful  instrument  of  cure 
to  the  Physician,  of  which  he  is  often  deprived  by  a  sense 
of  false  pride  or  delicacy.  Of  the  334  Patients  treated 
in  1867,  there  were  159  unaccounted  for,  being  nearly 
44  per  cent,  of  the  whole.  In  1866  the  per  centage  was 
upwards  of  56;  in  1865  it  was  only  35;  in  1864  it  was 
46;  and  in  1863  it  was  as  low  as  29.  Amongst  the 
assigned  causes  on  which  reliance  may  be  placed  is  in- 


temperance,  to  which  a  separate  Table  (VIII.)  is  given, 
showing  the  proportion  of  cases  from  this  fertile  source  of 
insanity  for  a  series  of  years.  Large  as  the  number 
is  from  year  to  year,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a 
considerable  proportion  of  the  cases  appearing  under 
different  categories  are  more  or  less  occasioned  by  the 
use  of  alcoholic  stimulants.  The  table  referred  to 
exhibits  upon  the  whole  a  diminishing  proportion  of 
intemperance  cases.  Thus,  in  1838,  the  number  seems 
to  have  reached  its  maximum,  the  per  centage  of  such 
cases  to  the  entire  admissions  being  26*49,  or  a  little  more 
than  a  fourth  of  the  whole  Patients  in  the  Asylum;  in 
1843  the  per  centage  was  down  to  9*48;  in  1846  it 
ascended  to  25*36.  Since  1854  there  has  been  a  tendency, 
notwithstanding  some  slight  oscillations,  to  a  diminished 
ratio;  thus,  in  1860,  the  per  centage  was  8*33;  in  1863 
it  stood  at  6*22;  this  being  the  lowest  point  it  has 
reached  for  thirty  years.  Last  year  the  per  centage  was 
7*4 7,  and  the  number  of  cases  25,  including  16  males 
and  9  females.  Hereditary  and  other  predisposed  cases 
together  constitute  55,  or  16*47  per  cent,  of  the  whole. 

The  proportion  of  cases  of  predisposition,  to  the  total 
number,  varies  extremely.  The  following  are  the  per 
centages  for  the  last  7  years: —

Paralysis  accounts  for  22,  epilepsy  for  15,  and  various 
kinds  of  mental  excitement  yield  27. 
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I  may  add  that  the  answers  to  our  schedule  of  queries, 
and  the  queries  required  to  be  answered  by  the  Act  of 
Parliament,  are  seldom  to  be  depended  upon,  especially 
as  to  the  causes,  and  the  duration  of  the  malady.  Even 
cases  of  general  paralysis  or  congenital  imbecility,  and 
those  of  many  years’  duration,  have  sometimes  been  de¬ 
scribed  under  the  query,  “  How  long  insane?”  as  for  “  a 
few  days”  or  “a  few  weeks.” 

Social  Condition. — Of  the  334  admissions,  175  were 
males  and  159  females.  The  unmarried  were  153,  the 
married  were  136,  the  widowed  37,  and  the  social  con¬ 
dition  of  8  was  not  ascertained.  The  number  of  the 
married  and  widowed  together  was  173,  being  20  in 
excess  of  the  unmarried.  In  some  former  Reports,  on  the 
contrary,  the  unmarried  were  considerably  in  excess  of  the 
married  and  widowed;  but  a  comparison  of  several  years 
yields  no  trustworthy  result  as  regards  the  proportion 
of  insanity  in  the  two  classes.  There  is  almost  invari¬ 
ably,  however,  a  larger  number  of  widows  than  of  widowers 
admitted:  in  the  present  Report  they  are  24  to  13;  in 
the  previous  year  they  were  24  to  9;  and  in  the  year 
l^receding  they  were  25  to  11.  There  is  thus  uniform 
evidence,  from  year  to  year,  that  widows  are  greatly  more 
liable  to  insanitv  than  widowers.  In  the  last  seven 

c- 

Reports  the  unmarried  males  were  considerably  in  excess 
of  the  unmarried  females,  except  in  the  year  1862,  when 
they  were  precisely  equal;  it  may  hence  be  inferred  as 
a  general  result  that  the  condition  or  the  circumstances 
of  celibacy  have  a  greater  tendency  to  produce  insanity 
amongst  males  than  females.  Similar  results  are  not 
found  on  a  comparison  within  the  same  period  of  the 


number  of  married  males  and  females,  the  males  being 
three  times  in  excess,  and  the  females  four  times  in  excess 
in  seven  years. 

Age,  &c. — Of  the  entire  number  of  334  Patients,  235 
were  betwixt  the  ages  of  25  and  50,  being  two-thirds  of 
the  whole  cases.  The  largest  numbers  occur  betwixt 
the  age  of  30  and  35,  and  40  and  45.  Between  the  ages 
of  25  and  30,  the  number  of  males  and  females  is  equal, 
viz.  17,  being  the  same  as  last  year;  from  30  years  to 
50  the  males  and  the  females  differ  only  by  1;  from  55 
years  to  70  the  males  exceed  the  females;  at  75  there  is 
a  difference  of  1  on  the  side  of  the  females;  at  80  thev 
are  equal,  and  one  male  Patient  is  85.  In  the  Peports 
for  1865  and  1866  there  was  an  excess  on  the  side  of  the 
females  from  the  ages  of  60  upwards;  and  in  1864  the 
excess  commenced  at  the  aa;e  of  45.  The  females  exceed 
the  males  under  15  years  of  age — 4  to  2;  under  20  years 
9  to  6. 

Of  the  175  males  whose  occupations  are  stated  in  Table 
5,  there  are  30  labourers,  unskilled  workmen,  who  always 
occupy  a  large  and  sometimes  disproportionate  place  in 
this  classification,  numbering  respectively  for  the  years 
from  1861  to  1867,  inclusive,  12,  8,  10,  21,  23,  34,  and 
30;  there  are  15  colliers;  10  clerks,  a  class  which  usually 
realise  about  this  high  number;  10  joiners;  5  warehouse¬ 
men;  these  being  the  largest  class  on  the  list.  Of  159 
females  there  are  54  housewives;  24  domestics;  18  ladies; 
14  sempstresses;  10  mill -workers;  7  weavers;  7  farm- 
servants;  and  9  of  no  occupation.  There  is  a  notable 
recurrence  in  the  Annual  Peports  of  the  large  proportion 
of  the  three  first.  In  1867  they  were: — housewives,  52; 
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domestic-servants,  28;  sempstresses,  16.  In  the  previous 
year  they  were,  in  the  same  order,  29,  14,  and  10.  The 
number  entered  on  the  list  as  ladies  is  18;  the  number 
of  gentlemen  4;  in  last  Report  the  numbers  were — 6  gen¬ 
tlemen  and  13  ladies. 

The  greatest  number  of  admissions  took  place  in  the 
quarter  from  July  to  September,  namely,  104,  being 
exactly  the  same  as  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  the 
previous  year;  85  were  admitted  from  April  to  June,  76 
from  January  to  March,  and  69  from  October  to  Decem¬ 
ber. 

On  a  comparison  of  the  admissions  for  the  last  seven 
years,  the  number  is  found  to  vary  in  each  quarter  with¬ 
out  regard  to  the  season  of  the  year,  although  there  is 
a  slight  tendency  to  an  increase  in  the  third  quarter 
(July  to  September). 

The  totals  in  each  quarter  for  the  years  1861  to  1867, 
are  as  follows: —

Dismissals. — The  number  of  Patients  dismissed  cured 
was  141,  which,  including  82  relieved,  makes  the  total 
223,  or  two-thirds  of  the  admissions.  The  largest  num¬ 
ber  of  cures  is  as  usual  under  the  head  of  acute  mania, 
amounting  to  105  or  744  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  ex¬ 
clusive  of  cases  relieved,  and  6  per  cent,  greater  than 
the  proportion  of  last  year.  A  similar  result  as  to  the 
high  proportion  of  cures  appears  with  unfailing  regu¬ 
larity  in  each  Annual  Report,  bearing  testimony,  as  it 
cannot  be  too  frequently  repeated,  to  the  paramount  im¬ 
portance  of  treating  insanity  in  its  early  stages. 

There  were  34  cures  in  cases  of  monomania  and  melan- 
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cholia;  and  2  in  cases  of  dementia.  It  results  from  the 
Table  showing  the  previous  Duration  of  Insanity  in  the 
Patients  cured,  that  of  the  141  cases —

Of  the  entire  number  of  cures,  69  were  effected  within 
one  month  from  the  time  of  admission.  Of  those  cured, 
96  were  between  the  ages  of  25  and  50.

Of  the  entire  number  of  cures,  20  were  cases  of  in¬ 
temperance;  16  of  predisposition  from  previous  attacks; 
10  hereditary;  and  61  were  of  unknown  origin. 

Many  of  the  cured  Patients  were  most  unpromising 
in  every  respect  when  admitted.  Their  recovery  with 
the  others  has  been  very  gratifying  to  us;  the  rather 
that  no  distinction  is  made  in  the  admission  of  Patients 
between  the  curable  and  incurable.  An  epileptic  female, 
who  was  admitted  in  the  second  quarter,  was  very 
maniacally  excited,  and  a  most  dangerous  Patient.  She 
experienced  only  two  epileptic  seizures  during  her  resi¬ 
dence  in  the  Asylum,  and  after  this  she  recovered  rapidly. 
She  left  on  the  22d  May,  and,  so  far  as  we  know,  she  has 
continued  well  since. 

Several  of  those  labouring  under  puerperal  mania 
quickly  recovered,  although  they  were  in  a  very  feeble 
and  exhausted  state  when  received,  had  refused  all  sus- 
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tenance  for  sometime  before  admission,  and  required  to 
be  nourished  by  artificial  means  for  many  days  afterwards. 

Deaths.- — The  number  of  Deaths  was  74;  the  males  as 

usual  predominating. 

In  32  Cases  the  form  of  Insanity  was  Dementia. 

In  28  Cases  the  form  of  Insanity  was  Mania. 

In  14  Cases  the  form  of  Insanity  was  Melancholia  and  Monomania. 

Of  the  above  number,  6  occurred  under  25  years  of 
age;  40  under  50  years;  15  under  65;  5  at  the  age  of 
70;  6  at  75;  and  2  at  80.  And  of  the  whole,  39  had 
been  in  the  Asylum  under  10  months;  30  under  5  years; 
3  under  11  years;  and  2  under  17  years. 

Causes  of  Death. — Disease  of  the  brain  and  its  mem¬ 
branes  gives  the  largest  number,  56;  the  cases  of  general 
paralysis  ranking  high,  and  being  equal  in  both  sexes. 
Diseases  of  the  chest  give  17,  the  number  of  males  and 
females  being  nearly  equal;  and  one  died  from  pelvic  and 
hip-joint  disease.  The  intellect  of  the  female  who  died 
from  the  last-named  disease  became  very  clear  and  un¬ 
clouded  before  she  passed  away  with  deep-felt  gratitude 
on  her  lips. 

The  mortality  is  an  index  of  the  physical  condition  in 
which  Patients  are  sent  to  this  Asylum.  A  large  pro¬ 
portion  were  in  such  a  state  on  admission  that  they  could 
not  possibly  recover.  The  paralytics  labouring  under 
fatal  forms  of  cerebral  disease  were  unusually  numerous. 
No  satisfactory  results  as  to  recovery  or  even  prolongation 
of  life  could  be  expected  from  many  diseased  and  worn- 
out  Patients  (ten  of  whom  were  moribund  when  received), 
because  they  laboured  under  the  incurable  organic  mala¬ 
dies  under  which  they  actually  succumbed. 
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The  relatives  of  many  of  the  Patients  who  died  would 
not  permit  any  inspection  of  the  body;  but  thirty-nine 
post-mortem  examinations  were  made,  and  in  every  case 
they  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  most  frequent 
pathological  appearances  observed  have  been  great  serous 
effusion  in  and  upon  the  brain,  softening  of  its  substance, 
congestion,  and  thickening  and  opacity  of  the  membranes. 
I  shall  allude  to  three  inspections  very  briefly.  In  the 
case  of  an  epileptic,  who  rapidly  sank  after  a  series  of 
severe  and  prolonged  seizures,  the  cerebral  mass  was 
found  to  be  very  soft,  and  to  have  entirely  lost  its  con¬ 
sistence.  As  to  the  second  I  had  great  difficulty  in  de¬ 
termining  whether  I  should  enter  the  cause  of  death  un¬ 
der  the  head  of  cerebral  or  abdominal  disease;  but  as  the 
primary  malady  was  undoubtedly  the  former,  the  cause 
in  the  table  has  been  placed  under  it.  The  case  was  that 
of  a  middle-aged  female  who  died  on  the  third  day  after 
admission.  She  had  been  in  a  very  melancholy  state  for 
a  considerable  time,  weary  of  life,  and  taking  very  little 
nourishment.  The  week  before  she  was  sent  to  the  Asylum 
she  attempted  to  destroy  herself  by  swallowing  a  large 
quantity  of  poison.  The  examination  after  admission 
diagnosed  that,  in  addition  to  her  head  affection,  she 
was  labouring  under  extensive  abdominal  disease.  She 
would  not  speak,  and  persistently  refused  everything 
offered  to  her. 

Post-Mortem  Examination. — The  calvarium  was  thin¬ 
ner  than  usual;  the  dura  mater  was  so  firmly  adherent 
that  it  had  to  be  torn  before  it  could  be  detached. 
Meningitis. — Ventricles  distended,  with  a  large  quan¬ 
tity  of  bloody  serum ;  cerebral  structure  softened,  the 
corpus  callosum  especially;  the  cerebellum  much  congested, 
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very  soft,  in  fact  totally  disorganised,  and  like  a  creamy 
mass.  Abdomen. — In  the  cavity  of  the  peritoneum  there 
were  clots  of  coagulable  lymph  of  a  yellow  colour,  con¬ 
taining  pus;  the  omentum  was  very  dark  and  highly 
congested;  the  small  intestines,  more  especially  towards 
the  lower  part,  being  very  much  so,  and  of  a  dark  colour; 
the  stomach  was  empty;  the  internal  coats  pale  and  soft, 
yellowish  at  the  pylorus;  the  liver  also  was  soft,  of  a 
dark  colour,  easily  torn  on  being  removed,  and  readily 
giving  way  on  the  slightest  pressure  of  the  fingers;  the 
gall  bladder  was  enormously  distended  with  bile. 

The  third  case  was  that  of  a  deformed  and  utterly 
helpless  idiot,  about  20  years  of  age.  When  brought  to 
the  Asylum  he  was  laid  down  on  the  floor  of  the  Recep¬ 
tion-Room,  where  he  was  found  by  the  Asylum  officials 
motionless  and  apparently  dead.  In  this  state  he  was 
admitted,  and  carried  to  the  bed  on  which  he  died  eigh¬ 
teen  days  afterwards;  his  head  was  very  large  for  his  body; 
he  was  deprived  of  four  external  senses;  he  could  neither 
see,  hear,  taste,  or  smell;  but  he  seemed  to  feel  when  being 
fed,  moved,  or  touched.  He  was  also  dumb,  although  he 
occasionally  uttered  a  whining  sort  of  unmeaning  cry. 

Dugald  Stewart  and  Sir  James  Mackintosh  narrate 
remarkable  cases  of  deprivation  of  the  external  senses, 
where  the  persons  had  only  one  or  two,  out  of  the  five, 
as  inlets  to  their  minds:  Mitchell  for  example.  But 
then  the  internal  senses,  such  as  memory,  judgment, 
imagination,  attention,  and  the  passions,  were  generally 
perfect,  and  could  be  communicated  with.  Not  so  in  the 
case  of  this  poor  idiot  however,  for  although  he  possessed, 
to  some  extent,  the  external  sense  of  feeling  as  an  avenue, 
he  never  had  any  internal  sense  to  receive  knowledge 
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from  without,  and,  in  fact,  there  was  apparently  no 
mind  to  communicate  with. 

Tost -Mortem  Examination. — The  circumference  of  the 
head  measured  26  inches.  The  calvarium  was  tolerably 
well  developed,  but  very  thin.  The  dura  mater  also  was 
thin  and  loose.  The  structure  of  the  cerebrum  was 
softened,  the  convolutions  very  indistinct,  and  the  sulci 
extremely  shallow,  and  could  be  compared  to  nothing 
else  but  a  large  bag,  filled  with  an  enormous  quantity 
of  serous  fluid.  The  cerebellum  was  verv  small,  and 
also  softened;  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  medulla 
oblongata,  which  was  small  but  firm,  the  other  parts 
were  ill  developed,  and  scarcely  recognisable  at  all  in 
consequence  of  ramollissement . 

General  Health _ In  almost  all  the  varieties  of  in¬ 

sanity  there  is  reduced  vitality,  which  generally  makes 
the  Patients  an  easy  prey  to  any  acute  disease,  the  state 
of  the  system  at  the  same  time  often  obscuring  other 
diseases.  We  have  seen  a  slight  exposure  rapidly  de- 
velope  latent  disease,  and  carry  the  patient  off.  Amongst 
such  a  large  number  in  this  Asylum,  there  are  always  many 
ailments  requiring  medical  treatment;  but  I  am  most 
thankful  to  say  that  the  health  of  the  establishment,  in¬ 
cluding  all  residing  on  the  grounds,  has  been  generally 
good,  and  that  there  has  been  an  immunity  from  con- 
tagioas,  epidemic  and  local  disease. 

I  have  troubled  the  Directors  so  much,  and  so  often 
already,  on  certain  subjects,  that  nothing  but  their  im¬ 
perative  importance  could  compel  me  to  notice  some  of 
them  here.  At  same  time,  I  am  bound  to  add  that  the 
want  of  means,  on  their  part  alone,  prevents  them  from 
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adding  to  the  structure,  and  giving  the  finishing  touch 
to  the  whole. 

The  first  is  the  necessity  of  erecting  a  detached  build¬ 
ing,  to  be  used,  if  need  be,  as  an  hospital  for  Patients 
labouring  under  infectious  and  other  diseases,  requiring 
to  be  treated  apart  for  the  safety  of  the  others. 

The  second  point  to  which  I  would  call  the  attention 
of  the  Directors,  is  the  importance  of  completing  the 
building  of  the  Asylum  by  the  erection  of  the  chapel, 
recreation  hall,  and  offices,  which  form  so  remarkable  a 
feature  in  the  original  elevation.  (See  Frontispiece.) 
These,  not  simply  as  a  matter  of  taste,  with  the  view 
of  completing  one  of  the  finest  public  buildings  in  the 
West  of  Scotland,  but  as  essential  to  the  comfort  of  the 
Inmates,  and  the  perfect  working  of  the  Institution,  are 
of  the  highest  desirability.  An  appeal  to  the  public  to 
carry  out  this  proposal  might  not  perhaps  be  made  in 
vain. 

The  third  subject  is  the  heavy  debt  with  which  the 
Institution  is  burdened,  and  which  so  seriously  hampers 
its  beneficent  operations.  Surely  it  would  not  be  too 
much  to  ask  of  wealthy  and  benevolent  private  citizens, 
and  of  our  “  merchant  princes,”  that  this  encumbrance 
should  be  greatly  lessened  or  altogether  extinguished. 
If  the  Asylum,  as  has  been  mentioned  in  former  Reports, 
were  out  of  debt,  much  good  might  be  done  to  a  most 
deserving  class  of  persons .  There  are  not  a  few  Patients 
who  have  been  accustomed,  in  their  better  days,  to  every 
comfort  or  even  luxury,  and  whose  families  have  held  a 
high  position  in  society,  but,  overtaken  by  commercial 
disaster,  have  been  reduced  to  comparative  want.  In 
such  cases,  but  for  the  aid  of  friends,  they  would  hope- 
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lessly  sink  to  the  rank  of  paupers.  If  the  Directors  had 
the  means,  they  would  be  enabled,  at  an  easy  rate  of 
board,  to  treat  such  Patients  in  the  West  House  as  nearly 
as  possible  according  to  their  former  rank. 

The  general  course  of  the  Asylum  has  been  prosperous. 
To  the  gentlemen  of  the  Weekly  Committee  who,  gra¬ 
tuitously  and  with  no  little  inconvenience  to  themselves, 
constantly  attend  to  its  affairs,  the  public  owe  a  deep 
debt  of  gratitude  for  its  present  condition. 

To  all  the  Directors,  but  to  those  six  in  particular,  who 
have  strengthened  and  encouraged  me,  I  am  at  a  loss  to 
find  words  to  express  my  acknowledgments  for  their  con¬ 
tinued  and  invariable  kindness.  For  their  co-operation, 
consideration,  and  support,  I  hope  I  am  most  deeply 
sensible. 

But,  on  the  present  occasion  (as  on  a  former  one),  I 
have  to  offer  my  humble  thanks  to  the  Directors  for 
having  spontaneously  and  unanimously  voted  an  addition 
to  my  salary  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Treatment,  &c. — The  Patients  continue  to  be  employed 
and  amused  as  before.  Notwithstanding  our  having  lost 
the  services  of  the  overseer,  Mr.  Duthie,  alluded  to  by 
the  Directors  on  page  11,  there  has  been  no  relaxation 
on  the  part  of  the  Officials  to  benefit  the  Patients  in  every 
kind  of  way.  He  certainly  had  great  experience  in  the 
moral  treatment  of  the  insane,  having,  in  the  Dundee 
and  Glasgow  Boyal  Asylums,  lived  about  five  and  twenty 
years  with  them;  and,  having  visited  many  similar  and 
kindred  institutions  in  Scotland,  in  England,  and  on  the 
Continent,  he  became  increasingly  efficient,  and  worked 
with  great  zeal  and  effect  for  their  welfare.  I  may  add 
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ako  that  lie  was  very  successful  in  upholding  the  disci¬ 
pline  of  the  House.  The  entertainments  and  recreations 
have  been  as  varied  as  practicable,  and  were  all  successful 
in  the  Asylum  and  out  of  it,  including  the  visits  to  the 
Botanic  Garden. 

The  Public  Concerts  monthly,  and  semi-monthly,  were 
more  frequent  this  year,  and  were  noticed,  as  usual,  in 
the  local  newspapers  of  the  day.  The  Lord  Provost,  and 
other  Directors,  Sheriffs,  Clergymen,  Physicians,  and 
other  distinguished  persons  attended  as  heretofore.  The 
private  weekly  re-unions,  in  both  Houses,  were  also 
well  patronised,  and  gave  great  satisfaction.  The  friends 
of  the  Asylum  who  got  up  these,  concerts,  the  artistes 
and  the  amateurs  who  performed,  rendered  essential  ser¬ 
vice  to  the  Institution,  and  were  much  applauded  by  the 
Patients. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Asylum  has  been  crowded  to 
excess,  and,  in  consequence  of  the  nature  of  the  cases, 
the  work  has  been  heavy.  In  the  surgeons’  department 
nothing  very  particular  occurred  this  year,  excepting  an 
interesting  case  of  abscess,  which  formed  in  the  inguinal 
region  of  a  male  Patient,  and  very  much  resembled 
hernia.  Under  Dr.  Fleming’s  care  the  Patient  did  well. 
Mr.  James  Pitts,  B.  A.,  a  medical  student  of  the 
University  of  Glasgow,  attended  me  diligently  in  my 
visits  for  several  months  during  the  year;  he  saw  much 
of  the  treatment  of  the  Patients;  and  was  also  present  at 
some  of  the  post-mortem  examinations. 

The  Committee  provided,  for  night- watching,  nine 
permanent  attendants,  who  do  nothing  else. 

The  average  number  of  Patients  in  bed  constantly,  the 
paralytic,  epileptic,  &c.  is  about  42. 
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The  stomach-pump  has  been  used  in  feeding,  to  pre¬ 
serve  life,  1,827  times.  One  unfortunate  man  had  to  be 
fed  thrice  daily  for  about  eight  months  and  a-half.  lie 
has  since  either  fed  himself  or  allowed  an  attendant  to 
do  so  by  the  spoon. 

From  what  has  been  stated,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
time  of  the  Medical  Officers  has  been  fully  occupied.  I 
must  say  it,  and  I  do  so  with  great  pleasure,  that  I 
have  been  ably  and  conscientiously  supported  by  my  two 
Assistants,  Dr.  Hay  and  Dr.  Blatr,  ever  since  their  ap¬ 
pointment  by  the  Directors,  going  in  four  years  now. 
Their  conduct  has  given  unqualified  satisfaction.  Such 
is  their  devotion  to  their  work  that  they  have  never 
taken  all  the  leave  of  absence,  weekly  or  yearly,  allowed 
them  by  the  Committee.  They  continue  to  visit  the 
male  Patients  before  breakfast,  beginning  in  the  East 
House,  at  six  o’clock  in  summer,  and  seven  o’clock  in 
winter.  The  principal  medical  visits  for  the  day,  to  both 
male  and  female  Patients,  follow  at  ten  a.m.  and  six  p.m., 
and  immediately  afterwards  the  consultations  with  me 
begin. 

O 

Mrs.  Stevenson,  the  Lady  Superintendent  and  Matron 
of  the  West  House,  and  Miss  Aitken,  the  Matron  of  the 
East  House,  deserve  my  best  thanks  for  the  zeal  and 
ability  they  have  displayed  in  the  discharge  of  their 
onerous  duties.  I  know  that  they  have  been  most  kind 
and  attentive  to  the  invalids  committed  to  their  care,  and 
very  particular  in  seeing  that  the  Attendants  and  Servants 
under  them  obeyed  the  orders  of  the  Directors. 

To  these  four  meritorious  Officials  in  particular,  and 
to  the  other  Heads  of  Departments,  and  the  Attendants 
and  Servants,  who  have  faithfully  performed  their  duties, 
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and  shared  with  me  the  trials  and  cares  of  1867,  and 
to  whose  efficiency  is  due,  in  great  measure,  that  present 
excellent  state  of  the  Asylum  which  is  matter  of  con¬ 
gratulation,  I  feel  deeply  grateful. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  Chaplain,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Robertson,  who  has  been  upwards  of  twelve  years 
in  office,  continues  to  do  his  work  well,  and  gives  satis¬ 
faction  to  his  hearers.  He  attends  punctually,  and  has 
two  services  in  the  Asylum  every  Sunday,  besides  his 
week-day  ministrations. 

Family  worship  is  conducted  regularly  as  before.

I.  Order  from  the  Sheriff,  in  terms  of  the  Statute  20  and  21  Vic. 
cap.  71,  which  will  be  granted  on  the  presentation  of  Certificates  of 
Lunacy,  by  two  Medical  Practitioners,  together  with  a  Petition  and 
Statement  by  a  Belative  or  Guardian  of  the  Patient.  Patients  can  also 
be  admitted  on  a  Certificate  of  Emergency,  but  for  three  days  only. 

II.  Written  Obligation  for  Payment  of  Board,  as  well  as  for  due 
observance  of  the  Buies  of  the  Institution,  from  one  or  two  responsible 
persons  resident  in  Glasgow;  or,  in  the  case  of  Parish  Paupers,  from 
an  Inspector  of  Poor. 

Forms  of  these  documents  will  be  furnished  by  the  Physician,  Dr. 
Mackintosh,  Boyal  Lunatic  Asylum,  Gartnavel;  or  by  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  Moses  Pro  van,  Esq.,  C.  A.,  110  West  George-Street, 
Glasgow.

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GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 


1.  The  first  Quarter’s  Board  shall  be  paid  previous  to  admission, 
and  thereafter  at  the  beginning  of  the  regular  quarterly  terms  of  1st 
January,  1st  April,  1st  July,  and  1st  October. 

2.  No  part  of  the  Board,  for  the  first  Quarter ,  of  Patients  at  and 
above  the  rate  of  Fifteen  Shillings  per  week,  shall  be  returned,  except 
in  the  event  of  death  before  the  expiry  of  that  period,  in  which  case 
the  Directors  may  allow  a  return  of  such  proportion  as  they  consider 
reasonable. 

3.  When  any  Patient  is  dismissed  or  dies  during  the  currency  of 
any  succeeding  Quarter ,  the  Weekly  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
determine,  on  an  application  being  made  to  them  for  that  purpose, 
whether  any  or  what  portion  of  the  Board  advanced  shall  be  refunded. 

4.  Patients  have  no  claim  for  remuneration  for  their  labour. 

5.  Every  Patient  must  be  provided  with  proper  Apparel.  An  ac¬ 
curate  List  of  every  Article  brought  with  the  Patient  must,  on  ad¬ 
mission,  be  delivered  to  the  Steward  or  principal  Attendant,  or  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Ladies  and  Matron,  according  to  the  House 
in  which  the  Patient  is  placed;  and  the  Name  must  be  fully  marked 
on  each  article.  If  any  necessary  part  of  Dress  should  not  be  duly 
supplied,  after  eight  days’  intimation  has  been  given  that  it  is  wanted, 
it  will  be  furnished  by  the  House,  and  the  cost  of  it  charged  against 
the  Patient. 

On  applying  to  the  Physician,  the  Patient  will  be  carefully  and  ex¬ 
peditiously  conveyed  to  the  Asylum,  the  necessary  expenses  being  paid 
to  the  Steward  by  the  Applicant. 

Patients  in  the  West  House  may  be  visited  every  lawful  day 
between  10  and  12  o’clock;  those  in  the  East  House,  who  are  not 
Paupers,  on  Mondays,  between  the  same  Hours;  and  Patients  who 
are  Paupers,  on  Saturdays,  also  from  10  till  12  o’clock.  Only  thosn 
who  are  duly  authorised  can  be  permitted  to  visit  Patients.
